T must be confessed that 
the balance sheet emerging 
from the Berlin conference 
is anything but Improaalve. 
No progress whatever was 
made on the two principal 
subjecta—Germany and the 
Austrian peace treaty; on 
the contrary Russia and tho 
Western powers ore today 
further apart than ever 
before in thelr approach to 
these two European prob- 
lems, Thun, so far os the 
main purpose of the 
deliberations is concerned,

Similarly, uranium from 
Canada’s Great Bear Lake 
must travel fifteen hundred 
miles from its souree—25 miles 
from the Arctle Circle — before 
it reached a railroad, and it can 
make thls journey through icy 
waters but a few months of the 
year, Providence kept the sceret’ 
of this deposit until 19390. 


Boiling Up 


Such uranium as has been 
found In the United States 4s 
deposited for the most part in 
the sandstone of the Colorado 
plateau. Far back in geological 
‘history, this uranium was prob- 
ably brought to the surface by 
volcanic action or the bowling 
up of hot ashes and liquids 
from the restless depths of the 
earth. Over the ages, many of the 
rocks in which the uranium was 
deposited have been worn away, 
and much of the uranium itself 
has been dissipated. Some of 
Mt, however, by a mechanism 
not thoroughly understood, has 
been concentrated , in tiny, in- 
accessible pockets in the desert 
sandstone.
